Belleville asks DTE to submit plan in writing on solution to outages

Independent Editor 
Representatives of the city of Belleville 
met with a DTE engineer by Zoom on 
Oct. 12 to talk about plans for solving the 
electric problems in the east side of the city. 
At Monday’s regular meeting of the city 
council via Zoom, Mayor Kerreen Conley 
explained that the DTE representative said 
80% of the problem was related to trees 
that grow over the lines and fall over the 
lines in storms. In other communities, it’s 

the same story, they were told. 
Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte, who 
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was in on the meeting, said the purpose of 
the meeting was to find out why this was 
happening. He said City Manager Tracey 
Schultz Kobylarz asked for a full plan to 
solve the problem, besides tree-trimming. 
They said they would start working on 
this immediately. Marcotte explained they 
were told the average liability score for 
DTE is 1.3 and those who rely on Haggerty 
substation have a liability score of 4. But 
for this one section of Belleville that loses 
power regularly, the score is 8.1. Marcotte 
pointed out it is 8 times their average score. 
DTE said it would inform the residents of 
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their plans through door hangers, emails, 
and letter. He said DTE sounded like it was 
serious. 

“They did not believe the service was 
acceptable,” Marcotte said. 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates said the 
electric lines are underground in Victoria 
Commons where she lives and underground 
wires sometimes cause problems to repair. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said he doesn’t go 
for the tree-trimming excuse. 

“Since 2011, since the last time they 
trimmed trees in Belleville, every time a 
bird do-do’s on a wire, power goes out on 
the east side,” Councilman Voigt said. 

Mayor Conley said the west side of the 
city had problems in the past and residents 
pushed hard to get them solved. 

“Tt’s really simple to say it’s a tree problem 
— 80% trees,” said City Manager Kobylarz. 
“We still haven’t gotten anything in 


writing. We need detailed plans concerning 
transformers and things that blow in the 
storm.” 

Mayor Conley said DTE indicated it 
would communicate with the mayor and 
city manager and will participate ina Zoom 
meeting once the city gets the plan in hand. 

“They need to take some ownership in 
explaining it to the city,’ Councilwoman 
Bates said. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said over the 
years many times the city would talk with 
the DTE district representative and then 
the representative would get reassigned 
and they’d have to start over. He said they 
were told there are two to four times more 
trees in this city. 

‘Tm skeptical they will deal with the 
issue,” Councilman Fielder said. 

Mayor Conley said the older portion of

the community has a matured group of 
trees, especially in the area with the regular 
power outages. 

“Pd like to see us compared with 
Plymouth,” Fielder said. 

“I don’t think any of us will let it drop,” 
Mayor Conley said. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour- 
and-three-minute meeting, the council: 

e Unanimously approved a donation for 
gazebo repair at Victory Park and approved 
a proper name plate for the Belleville Area 
Rotary Club. “I think Rotary has done a 
remarkable job with the gazebo,” Marcotte 
said. “I commend them for being willing to 
help us out.” Mayor Conley thanked Rotary 
for being willing to invest a significant 
amount of money; 

e Discussed a new festival committee. The 
item was put on the agenda by Councilman 
Fielder who said he was concerned about 
the procedures going forward. Mayor 
Conley said after the Strawberry Festival 
was cancelled by COVID-19, there was 
a break and the council gave the idea of 
a new festival to Councilwoman Bates. 
Bates said there were a couple of meetings 
and Van Buren Township was involved. 
She said they didn’t want to dwell on 
negatives. They said in a new festival 
there should be no commercial vendors or 
carnival-type things, but there should be a 
focus on the lake, which would spur growth 
in the community. “We did not want paid 
committee members,” she said, noting 
in the past paid committee members had 
incomes of $40,000 and, “That’s not in our 
best interests.” Bates said the application 
for special events needs to be updated and 
it would be brought to the next council 
meeting. She said events could be approved 
three months in advance and then applicants 
would come back closer to the event to 
work out the details which would comply 
with pandemic rules and other things. Also, 
she said, there needs to be something done 
about large signs, such as the ones put up 
for the recent tent revival. Fielder said the 
council can’t approve Winter Fest if it can’t 
meet state requirements. “We’re living in a 
pandemic,” Bates said; 

e Heard Bates say she’s been alerted 
by residents that city workers continue to 
smoke in city vehicles and two to a vehicle 
is not social distancing. She suggested 
getting stickers to remind workers there is 
no smoking in a vehicle. Kobylarz said she 
had that discussion last Friday at 8:10 a.m. 
and everyone knows there’s no smoking in 
city vehicles. “Ill see if I can locate some 
stickers,” Kobylarz said; 

e Was informed by Kobylarz that the 
Bureau of Justice Assistance has informed 
the city that it has been awarded $3,600 
under the Fiscal Year 2020 Patrick 
Leahy Bulletproof Vest Partnership.

a matching grant so Police Chief Dave 
Robinson and Kobylarz will make a budget 
recommendation to council in the next few 
weeks;

e Heard Kobylarz say that Marie Krouse 
has volunteered to retrieve several flags 
from city hall to give them the proper 
retirements they deserve. She will be 
working with the local VFW and boy scout 
troops on the effort, which Kobylarz said is 
“several years overdue”; 

e Learned Kobylarz is working with 
Mike Kole of the Chamber of Commerce 
on bringing a safe and enjoyable Winter 
Fest parade this year. She said they are 
considering alternate activities and parade 
routes and the safest way to bring this 
traditional event to the public; and 

e Heard Mayor Conley say a 34" District 
Court meeting was set for Oct. 21 and she 
will report back on that.

Harvest for Pop-Up Food Pantry 


Van Buren Township and Forgotten 
Harvest have joined forces to host a 
Forgotten Harvest On The Go Mobile 
pantry distribution site to give away fresh 
and nutritious foods free-of-charge to 
area residents in need on most Tuesdays 
through the end of the year. 

“We're really excited about the 
partnership,” said Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara. “We believe the need for 
fresh food is greater now more than ever. 
It couldn’t be timelier, with the holiday 
season around the corner.” 

The model for the pop-up pantry is “from 
truck to trunk.” Residents will drive up 
to the distribution area, located off the 
Community Services entrance at Township 
Hall (46425 Tyler Rd.), and volunteers 
will load fresh groceries into the vehicle 
of anyone in need. No pre-registrations. 
No extensive forms to fill out. Just a few 
basic questions that help FH volunteers 
determine the quantity of groceries to load 
up. 

“Anyone can use this resource for other 
family members and neighbors who may 
not have easy access to transportation,” said 
Forgotten Harvest Director of Marketing 
and Communications Christopher Ivey. 


Forgotten Harvest specializes in offering 
an assortment of fresh food and refrigerated 
proteins. 

“We focus on a diversity of food during 
each distribution, which includes all the 
elements required for a USDA plate of 
food,” said Ivey. “We provide items that 
would be found on a weekly shopping list 
like milk, eggs, bread, chicken, pork, and a 
variety of fresh fruits and vegetables.” 

A portion of the fruits and vegetables 
come directly from the 93-acre Forgotten 
Harvest farm located in Fenton.” 

Forgotten Harvest is one of biggest 
non-profit food pantries in metro Detroit, 
working directly with 800 food distributors. 
A big part of Forgotten Harvest’s mission 
is environmental. Founded as a “rescue 
model” to disrupt the waste of surplus 
food supplies going to grocery stores, 
Forgotten Harvest rescues 138,000 pounds 
of food a day and delivers the surplus to 
communities in metro Detroit.

Leaders shouldn’t 
advocate herd immunity 


To the editor: 
RE: Mike Shirkey’s callousness 
Comments: 

Michigan’s Majority Leader in the 
Senate Mike Shirkey advocates herd 
immunity to deal with COVID-19. How 
ridiculous an idea from a leader who 
should be representing the best interests of 
Michiganders! 

He shows a great deal of callousness for 
human life when he suggests this disease 
should be allowed to “run its course.” 

Shirkey tells us there isn’t a need for 
face masks or social distancing. His “plan” 
for how to deal with Coronavirus-19 is 
irresponsible and dangerous. We need 
to get on with our lives he and other 
Republican leaders seem to be saying. 
Damn the consequences! 

Here are a few important factors to 
consider as we mull over his advice. To 
achieve herd immunity, medical experts 
tell us 70%-80% of the population would 
need to be sickened by Covid. In 2020 
there is an estimated 330 million people 
in the U.S. If 80% of the U.S. population 
needs to contract Covid, that means 264 
million U.S. citizens would get this virus. 

The percentage of people who have 
died so far is 2.7% of the people who 
contracted Covid. That doesn’t sound too 
bad! Less then 3%. But let’s flesh out the 
number OF DEATHS THAT WOULD 
CAUSE (remember 264 million people 
would get the disease). Of those people 
SEVEN MILLION EIGHT HUNDRED 
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THOUSAND (7,800,000) would die in the 
U.S. if we allow our leaders to talk us into 
accepting herd immunity as the best way to 
deal with this disease. 

The prospect of so many deaths should 
raise the question in our minds -- where is 
the average citizen in the pecking order -- 
who dies and who doesn’t? 

Certainly, if you’re the President or the 
Majority Leader in a state, you are 
expecting to get preferential care and 
treatment. (Remember Trump received 
a “compassionate dose” of experimental 
drugs). I’m NOT saying a leader shouldn’t 
get excellent medical treatment, but we 
need to keep in mind their preferential 
treatment BEFORE accepting their advice. 

It’s easy for someone who receives 
advanced treatment to advise those of us 
who wouldn’t. “We” should ignore this 
terrible disease and get on with our lives 
doesn’t mean “we” as in “them AND us.” 

I’m not willing to give up my life, allow 
my husband or my sister or a grandchild to 
die so our Leaders can stoke our economy.

VB Twp. Planners recommend marijuana ordinance amendments

At its regular meeting Oct. 14, via 
Zoom, the Van Buren Township Planning 
Commission held a public hearing on 
zoning ordinance amendments and 
unanimously recommended to the 
township board rules that would keep 
medical marijuana growing in residential 
areas. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, explained VBT 
had opted out of certain marijuana land 
uses under 2016 and 2018 state laws. 

But under a more long-standing state 
law, the Michigan Medical Marijuana 
Act (MMMA), medical marijuana 
caregiver activities as described in that 
law are permitted in the State of Michigan, 
including Van Buren Township. 

A recent Michigan State Supreme Court 
decision, DeRuiter v. Township of Byron 
(2020), holds that the MMMA does not 
nullify a municipality’s inherent authority 
to regulate land use under the Michigan 
Zoning Enabling Act. 

Based on this ruling, municipalies in 
Michigan may limit the land use aspect of 
medical marijuana caregiving activities. 


Recognizing this the township seeks to 
provide a framework for medical marijuana 
caregiving land use. The proposed zoning 
ordinance text amendments include the 
following components: 

e It will be permitted as a home occupation 
and an accessory use of dwelling units; 

e It will not be permitted in non-residential 
properties; 

e One caregiver may operate per dwelling; 

e Medical marijuana use by registered 
caregivers may occupy up to 20% of the 
floor area of a dwelling, not to exceed 300 
square feet; 

e Medical marijuana facility land uses 
authorized in the State of Michigan by PA 
281 of 2016 remain prohibited; and 

e Recreational marijuana land uses 
authorized in the State of Michigan by 
Michigan Initiated Law 1 of 2018 remain 
prohibited. 

Township attorney David Greco was 
present via Zoom to explain the legal 
aspects of the amendments. 

Greco said this is to limit medical 
marijuana caregiver activities and to 
regulate it the best they can. 

In 2008 there was a voter referendum 
to pass the Medical Marijuana Act,

which decriminalized the use of medical 
marijuana. There was a medical marijuana 
card and a caregiver and you could grow 
some for yourself and up to five patients. 

He said you could have five patients 
and yourself and grow up to 12 plants per 
patient. That means you could grow up to 
72 plants, “Which is a lot of plants.” 

Greco said for the past 12 years, people 
in Michigan have been trying to figure out 
how to commercialize marijuana. 

The State Legislature passed two 
commercial licensing acts. The township 
has opted out to have commercial facilities 
in the township. 

He said the township can’t regulate 
everyone’s right for medical marijuana 
and this had made adjustments to policing 
necessary. 

“You do get complaints from time to 
time on the smells, but not too much. But 
we get them,” Greco said. “It’s very hard 
to regulate what’s going on with medical 
marijuana.” 

He said townships have tried to regulate 
this, but have lost cases. 

“There’s been nothing we can do,” he 
said. 

But now in the Supreme Court’s DeRuiter 
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v. Township of Byron case, that changed. 

He said Byron Township passed a local 
zoning ordinance that said if you are a 
medical marijuana caregiver, it is limited 
to a home occupation and cannot be done 
in a commercial building. 

Greco said an issue has been that people 
buy a residential home and not live in it, 
but just grow marijuana there. 

Byron Township lost in trial court and 
lost again in the court of appeals, he said. 

“This past summer the Supreme Court 
found in favor of Byron Township,” he 
said, noting that specific regulations could 
be made by municipalities. This issue was 
coming up with many municipalities. 

“We took Byron Township’s ordinance, 
upheld by the Supreme Court, and tailored 
it for Van Buren Township.” It limits 
medical marijuana caregivers to residences 
and prohibits it from commercial buildings. 
He said the regulations are for the health, 
safety, and welfare of the township. 

He said the police will be able to enforce 
reasonable standards, such as light, power, 
and smells. 

“Seventy-two plants is a lot of plants and 
looks like a heck of a lot more marijuana 
than five people need,” Greco said. 

As part of the amendments, in Section 
7.125, they are putting the opting out part 
into the ordinance. 

Commission vice-chairman Donald 
Boynton asked if a person could construct 
a pole barn accessory building to grow on 
a residential lot. 

Power said it is prohibited in all other 
areas than residential and it needs to be in 
an enclosed, locked facility. Power said he 
doesn’t think the pole barn question would 
arise. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson said she 
hopes to ensure it could not be commercial 
at a home with a lot of traffic. 

Greco said a part of the ordinance 
prohibits marijuana distribution at the 
primary residence of the caregiver. 

But, as far as policing marijuana, it’s 
going to be very hard, Greco said. “A 
couple of patients come over and smoke a 
joint together?” he said. “It’s legal.” 

Commissioner Atchinson said if the 
police are asked to regulate caregivers it 
would be additional work for public safety. 

“The way we wrote it now, no,” replied 
Greco, explaining some municipalities 
have licenses or permits, which require a 
review and the building department, and 
fire and trades, and police. “This is so hard 
to police. We didn’t go that route.” 

He said police would only address 
problems as they arise. 

“There are caregivers growing now in 
your township,” Greco said. “If they’re 
growing in their basement, we’ll never 
know about it.” 

He said these amendmentss are not to 
create more work for the township. 

“Patients can’t come to the house?” 
asked Treasurer Sharry Budd, who sits on 
the planning commission. “That’s pretty 
tight.”

“Yes,” agreed Greco. “They are allowed 
to grow it and give it to persons, but they 
don’t want foot traffic.” 

“A patient could bring two friends,” 
Budd said. 

“It’s difficult to enforce,” Greco agreed. 
“It’s not illegal to come over to visit. Not 
illegal to smoke together. Not really friends 
just hanging out. We’ll not be able to deal 
with it and stop it.” 

“I spoke with our director of public 
safety and they are in agreement with this,” 
Boynton said. “It gives them additional 
tools ... to handle what Commissioners 
Atchinson and Budd brought up. Gives a 
little bit of bite.” 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr questioned 
whether the home occupation was in 
residential district only. 

“We have dwellings outside of the 
residential district,” Jahr said, pointing to 
senior hoursing units. 

Greco said this applies to “dwelling,” 
both a house or a unit. He said a facility or 
condo might prohibit such growing. 

“I sorta feel our zoning ordinance is 
there to determine how land is used for a 
business ... not how the business should be 
conducted,” Jahr said. He said this kind of 
language should be under the township’s 
general ordinances. He asked why it is in 
zoning. 

Greco said the Michigan Supreme Court 
held it up as zoning and the township is 
mirroring what it knows has been found 
legal. He said the township added “odor” 
and took out permits. 

Jahr requested some edits before sending 
it on to the board of trustees and that was 
agreed to. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-24- 
minute meeting, the commission approved 
temporary land use approval for Walmart 
Small Business Saturdays on Oct. 17, 24, 
30, and 31. 

Power reported two residential projects 
moving from one phase to the next. 
Victoria Park at Ecorse and Morton Taylor 
are adding 67 site condos. It was approved 
in 2006. Cobblestone Creek is entering its 
third phase, with 69 detached condo units. 
This, too, was already approved. 

Also, at Willow Run Airport, Active 
Aero, which was approved for a project, 
has not yet come in for its building permits. 
Anglin Aviation is planning some hangar 
buildings. Yankee Air Museum is planning 
educational hangars and office space. 
Avflight hangars and office space are under 
review.

At the Belleville Area District Library’s 
regular meeting Oct. 13, via Zoom, 
Building Committee Chairperson Joy 
Cichewicz gave a detailed report on what’s 
going on with construction at the new 
library in downtown Belleville. 

Cichewicz said the curbs for the 92-unit 
parking lot have been poured and it’s ready 
to be asphalted. The asphalt is expected 
to be laid soon, with three inches in the 
parking spaces and four inches on the 
driving lanes. 

There will be two layers of asphalt and 
striping. She said it is amazing that there 
will be 14 inches total beneath the parking 
surface, including the crushed stone. 

She said the city will be responsible for 
removing snow from the alley, but the 
library will be responsible for removing 
snow from the parking lot. She said the 
parking lot is to be jointly used by the 
library and the city. 

She said DTE is installing poles and 
switching the electrical. AT&T has been 
contacted to get its lines off the poles. 
Comcast will be the last one to get their 
stuff off the poles and will be responsible 
for taking down the poles. 

Cichewicz said that could take two weeks 
or two months. 

She said the landscaper has been at 
work and the bioswale is full of native 
plants, bee-friendly plants, and all kinds of 
pollinator-friendly plants. 

Cichewicz gave an update on the boiler 
that was found to be too small because 
SES mechanical engineers made a mistake 
in their drawings after the system was 
downsized. An additional larger boiler was 
determined needed to keep the upstairs 
warm. 

She said the estimated cost of the boiler 
was $43,700. She said SES wrote a check 
for $20,000, Long Mechanical gave 
$11,600 which was a credit for what they 
were originally paid for two large boilers, 
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Library parking lot expected to be asphalted this week 


and the library paid $12,100. That was 
about one-third of the cost, she said. 

Cichewicz thanked board member John 
Juriga for pushing hard for the payments. 
The new boilers have been ordered, but are 
not here yet. They were expected to arrive 
in mid-October. Gas will be down for a day 
for the switch. 

She said the fire department has given its 
blessing for the interior emergency response 
radio installed, which now is working and 
functional. CEI put penetration through the 
roof for the cable to the antenna. 

The safety system being put in for the 
vegetative roof will make the vegetative 
roof accessible. 

Cichewicz said the “cool” LED stuff 
in the teen room has had intermittent 
problems that are being addressed and staff 
is being trained in its operation. 

Also, a glass display case is being installed 
for 3-D art and lighting is being arranged 
for that. Also, track lighting is being put in 
for the Fred C. Fischer painting. 

Somebody already broke a stake on the 
fence, she noted. 

Exterior WiFi is being put under the 
canopy and on the terrace, available 24/7. 

Juriga said neighbors complain they can’t 
use the WiFi free like they used to from 
the old library. Library Director Mary Jo 
Suchy said she didn’t know if it reached 
out that far, but they are welcome to come 
to the canopy and terrace to use the service. 

Cichewicz said the branch in Sumpter 
Township also has external Wi-Fi, 24/7. 

Suchy said the Sumpter branch is now 
open two days a week. 

Barbara Rogalle Miller, who was present 
by Zoom, asked if this has been announced 
in the paper and Suchy said she would 
check. She said they wanted to make sure 
everything was all right before advertising 
copiously. 

Suchy gave her director’s report, 
beginning with news that asphalt paving 
of the new parking lot should begin that 
week. 


She said the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority’s Fourth Street 
project has begun and the street is currently 
closed. The library can be accessed from 
the alley between the museum and the 
library off of Roys Street. 

Suchy said Expanded Grab and Go 
services began Sept. 15. Patrons may 
now browse for books and materials on 
the first and second floors and computers 
are available on the second floor by 
appointment. Evening hours have been 
added and the branch has been reopened 
two days a week. 

Department heads are working on a 
staffing plan to restore the library to its 
regular open hours, Suchy said. 

“We are among the first of libraries in 
our area to allow computer access as well 
as browsing inside the whole library,” she 
said. “The Canton Library began allowing 
limited browsing on Oct. 1,” she said. 
“The Ypsilanti and Romulus libraries are 
providing curbside service only, although 
Romulus is moving towards providing 
some limited lobby services. The Westland 
Library continues to offer limited lobby 
service, and the Wayne Library began Grab 
and Go service on Sept. 22.” 

She said she has been closely following 
the Michigan Supreme Court ruling 
overturning state COVID executive orders. 
She said, in short, other laws and orders are 
taking the place of the executive orders, 
including state health department orders 
governing face masks and occupancy and 
MIOSHA rules governing employee safety. 

“My concern for everyone’s health and 
safety is always at the forefront of my mind 
during our reopening phases,” Suchy said. 
“The library continues to honor the steps 
outlined in its COVID Preparedness Plan 
and Reopening Plan.” 

Suchy announced the Friends of the 
Belleville Area District Library are excited 
to have begun a small, used-book sale in 
the lobby, but they are requesting no new 
donations at this time.

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Sumpter Twp. to consider bike trails to link to neighbors

Sumpter Township Trustee Don LaPorte 
suggested linking the township with 
neighbors Belleville and Van Buren 
Township by a pedestrian/bike trail. 

At the Oct. 13 in-person meeting of the 
township board, Trustee LaPorte said he 
called Wayne County Commissioner Al 
Haidous to inquire about the Huron River 
Drive bridge and then they got to talking 
about bike trails. 

LaPorte said Commissioner Haidous 
checked and found the bridge project is 
on track and is scheduled to be done Nov. 
15. He said they are redecking the entire 
bridge with rebar included and side work 
is being done. There was a hope of making 
it like the New Boston bridge, but Haidous 
was unsure if the budget would allow that. 

That’s when LaPorte asked him about 
a bike trail to link Sumpter with its 
neighbors. LaPorte said he was thinking 
small, like from Willis to Hull roads to tie 


them together. 

But, he said Haidous talked about a 
grander scheme, noting the state was being 
connected by bike trails. 

LaPorte said he will present something 
at the next board meeting on setting up an 
email site for people to get information on 
the project. Maybe they could link to the 
Huron Clinton Metroparks bike trail or use 
utility easements. 

“It won’t be taking your property,” 
LaPorte said of the trail. 

“Tt would have to be a community project 
and it probably would increase property 
values around it,” he said, noting people 
he’s talked to about it are for it. Some 
are concerned that mopeds might end up 
running down it. 

LaPorte said the board has spent so much 
time defending itself from accusations that 
it has taken away from the community 
projects it started, like first aid classes for 
the community. He said COVID-19 put a 
stall on everything.
